Puenle Co-operative Water Company, 
a marvel of mechanical skill and in- 
genuity. 


With a noiselessness that belies its 


power this plant that is destined 
to 


awaken to production hundreds of 
acres of land, Is lifting from it* un- 
derground course a river and distri- 
buting it over tbe surface of tbe will- 
log eartb. 


It 19 a rare sight In Southern Cali- 


fornia tu see a stream large enough 
to float a canoe and 
almost deep 


enough tor swimming being poured 
out in reckless abandon and allowed 
to run away, but sncb is tbe sight 
that may be seen dally at this pump- 
ing plant. 
This excess of water is 


due to tbe fact that tbree of tbe 
wells are being connected by suction 
pipes through a tunnel nc a depth nf 
65 feet. 
A section of tbe casing 


having benu removed from one ot tbe 
wells tbe flow of water was no strong 
that one of the pumps is kept run- 
ning constantly to prevent tbe flooding 
of the tunnel. 
Standing at the top 


of tbo open casing tbe rush of run- 
ning water at the depth of 65 feet 
was plainly audible.

sounds like n phonograph gone crnzy. 
But there are trained musicians who 
profess uncertainty whether the Chi- 
nese have not really advanced far be- 
yond us In music. 


The well known anecdote of the Per- 


sian Shnh who was taken to a sym- 
phony concert in a European capllai 
and regarded the preliminary tuning-' 
up as the only interesting music on the 
program may possibly express the rela- 
tion which our musical understanding 
bears to the musical understanding of 
the Chinese. 


The Springfield Republican says: 
The Chinese were the first people In 


the history of the world to develop a 
system of octaves,"a circle of fifths, and 
a lot of other hnnnonlcal technics, back 
in the days when our ancestors, the 
European savages, had not invented 
even the simplest forms of melody. 


Whether or not we shall finally ar- 


rive at understanding and liking some- 
thing that approaches tho harmonious 
dl.'-'Cv.rd.s of tho Chinese, close observers 
claim to have discovered among the 
musicians and lovers of music a stead- 
ily increasing sensitiveness to harmo- 
nies, tlie existence of which was for- 
merly unknown. 


Subtle harmonies of to-day arc un- 


derstood, which, forty or fifty years 
ago even, would have been regarded as 
Incomprehensible. The musicians have 
grown more and more fearless In do- 
ing things that used to be forbid- 
den. When "Faust" was produced, back 
in the '50's, it was regarded by the 
critics as too technical ever to bo popu- 
larly accepted. Now even the hand or- 
gans make easy work of some of its 
familiar motives.

States in 1904 was 5.25. 
This repre- 


sents a growth from nbout 39 a train in 
18!)S. but is still far below the devel- 
opment attained abroad. In 1808 Ger- 
many carried an average of 71 persons 
in each train, and India had the large 
figure of ISO.' The development of the 
electric railway in the United States 
and the frequent train service help to 
keep down the average. On each of the 
212,000 miles of railway in 1904 there 
were carried on an average of 104,198 
passengers; That Is to say, the aggre- 
gate passenger mileage of the country, 
according to the Railway World, divid- 
ed by the mileage of the track, gives 
the figure named. In Germany, as far 
hack as, 1898, this figure was 342,000 
persons; in Franco It was 283,00d In 
1807; In India, 280,000, and In Ann- 
trlii. 214,000.

lege. Severn! men have given from five 
to ten million dollars each to educa- 
tion, thnt the youth of the future may 
not lad: training In ths arts and sci- 
ences. 
A still moro significant Indica- 


tion of the taste of thn period Is seen 
In the large sums which wealthy men 
are spending on their city and country 
houses and on the collections of paint- 
Ings with which they are adorned. Art 
Is n luxury. In the days when every 
dollar that mon earned had to be spent 
for food and clothing, or turned back 
Into a business that was 
expandnlg 


more rapidly than the ccpltal of lt'< 
owner, there was little money left for 
fine architecture or sniipti'.rp or paint- 
ing. 
Now that the fortunes have been 


mndo, their pa.ispssors nro spending 
them with n tnste nnd discretion that 
ere the marvel of Kurope. 
Only tho 


other day It was announced that nn 
American was negotiating for the pur- 
chnse of one of the choicest private 
collections of p.tlntlngi, Ivories, mnr- 
hles nnd furniture In I.'arls. 
It had 


long been expected that nri American 
would buy the collection, for they know 
In I'arls that Americans are necking 
such things and have the nuncy to pay 
for them.

He 
was thinking of the exaltation of the 
power of the Jury and the reduction 
of the power of the Judj.ce In criminal 
cases which has been established by so 
many State legislatures. He felt that 
tho wny to secure Improvement lay In 
restoring to the Judge some of

power ho retains

England

which Is essential If twelve men acting 
unanimously are to be brought on close 
terms with the real Issue In n trial. 
A different method of reforming the 
Jury Is that advocated by Judge Gib- 
bons of Chicago, who In a letter to the 
President of the County Board urges 
efforts to secure the substitution of n 
three-fourths 
verdict for one 
unani- 


mously agreed to. Thnt suggestion has. 
of course, often been made before, but 
it finds little favor as a rule, though 
Homo States have adopted it for civil 
cases. Justice Ingraham In New York 
not long ago suggested It, with the 
added qualification, however, that no 
three-fourths verdict should bo valid 
without the approval of the presiding 
Judge. 
In Germany a verdict by a 


two-thirds majority In criminal cases 
Is tho rule. German Juries are selected, 
however, with much more careful pre- 
liminary 
procedure, though with 
n 


grateful celerity m> far as any special 
trial la concerneu, It takes eight votes 
to convict. 
If only seven votes are 


for conviction the defendant Is acquit- 
ted. 
If the Jury wishes to nulnn the 


existence of circumstances Justifying 
an increased penalty, It must give eight 
votes for the motion. Circumstances 
lessening the penalty can he affirmed, 
however, with only five favorable votes. 
The system Is, therefore, safeguarded 
In several respects against Injustice to 
tho defendant

GIVEN LEGION CRO*». 


It Is a distressing thought that many 


of the physical Ills In the world might 
have been prevented had the sufferers 
only known how. Much of the blind- 
ness found In asylums Is due to a de- 
structive Inflammation of the eyes oc- 
curring soon after birth, which can al- 
most * always 
be averted by proper 


treatment. 


Very, many cases of deafness are also 


preventable If treatment Is begun early 
euough nnd persisted In long enough. 


Sometimes loss of hearing Is due to 


disease of the auditory nerves In the 
Innir ear; thnt Is usually unavoldahlo 
and irremediable. Hut In the great ma- 
jority of cases tho trouble Is in the mid- 
dle PHT, and Is primarily of a catarrhnl 
nature. It does not originate In the ear 
ordinarily, but extends to It from the 
throat, and so It happens that treat- 
ment of cntarrlml conditions of tho 
nose nnd throat Is the best preventive 
of deafness. 


The most frequent cause of deafness 


In children Is the presence of ndenolnds, 
or the throat tonsil. This obstructs the 
passage of air from the nose, nnd so 
compels the child to breathe through 
tho mouth. The mucous membrane of 
the throat was never Intended to re- 
ceive the Impact of the unflltered and 
unwarmed air, which In health is both 
warmed nnd filtered of much of Its 
floating dust during Its passage through 
the nose. 
The 
Irritation caused by 


the dust nnd tho cold results In a low 
grade of Inflammation with Increased 
secretions, and thnt we call catarrh. 


This Inflammation Is apt to spread 


outward from the center, passing from 
one point to another nnd up through 
the connecting air tubes 
from 
the 


throat to the middle ear. 
This exten- 


sion of the Inflammation Is often helped 
along by the bad habit of blowing the 
nose violently when It Is stopped up, 
for thus a little of the secretion Is 
forced Into the tube, nnd sometimes 
"ven Into the drum cavity, of the ear. 


From what has been snld of the 


•ause, of c.'itnrrhal deafness, the means 
of 
prevention can be readily under- 


stood. Any child who breathes through 
i.ts mouth should have the throat ex- 
imined, and If adenoids are found they 
should be removed. 
Any chronic cn- 


tarrlml condition of the throat nnd 
nose should receive proper treatment, 
and any one with a tendency to take 
cold on small provocation 'should con- 
sult his physician, who may flnd some 
local trouble In the nose which.n sim- 
ple operation may remove, or may flnd 
:lmt the sufferer Is not living hyglenl- 
cnlly, or that the throat needs sonic 
remedial applications to relieve a state 
of Irritability.—Youth's Companion.

San Francisco Victims of Calamity 


Number 452. 


feai. Francisco.—In all, 452 people 


perished as the result of the disaster of 
April 18. The local health department 
so stated in a formal report sent yes- 
terday to the state board of health. 
Of the victims, 2G6 were killed by fall- 
ing walls, 177 perished by fire, 7 were 
shot and 2 died as the result of pto- 
maine poisoning due to eating "em- 
ergency "canned goods of poor quality; 
351 were males and 77 females; 420 
are believed to have been white, 18 
Chinese and 4 Japanese. Eleven were 
less than a year old. The figures given 
relate to the deaths proved to have 
occurred. 
The figures relative to males and fe- 


males and races of the victims were 
compiled to June 30. 
Since then 10 


deaths have been reported, making a 
total to date of 452.

Even If the Fame 
unount of rain foil In Eastern Colo-, 
rado as falls In Iowa, It does not fol- 
low that as much moisture would bo 
available for plant lift- In the former 
as In the latter state. 
Kastern Colo- 


rado Is a mile above the sea and has a 
clear atmosphere ui"l Intense Hunshliw.

to prevent It. This we do by means 
of a soil "blanket" called a "mulch."

New Plant. 


ID the midst of a rich alluvial 


plain thrfie miles due vest of Covina 
stands the new pumping plant of La 
Puenle Co-operative Water Company, 
a marvel of mechanical skill and in- 
genuity. 


With a uoieeleseueee that belies its 


power this plunt that is destined to 
awaken to production hundreds of 
acres of land, is l i f t i n g from its un- 
derground course a river and distri- 
buting it over the surface of the will- 
ing earth. 


It i9 fl fare sight in Southern Cali- 


fornia tu see a stream large enough 
to float a oanoe and 
almost deep 


enough for swimming being poured 
out in reckless abandon and allowed 
to tun away, but such is the sight 
that may be seen daily at this pump- 
ing plant. 
This excess of water is 


due to the fecit that three of tbe 
wolls are being connected by suction 
pipes through a tunnel ac a depth nf 
G5 feet. 
A section of tbe oaring 


having been removed from one of tbe 
wells the flow of water was RO strong 
that one of the pumps ia kept run- 
ning constantly to prevent the flooding 
of the tunnel. 
Standing at tbe top 


of tho open casing tbe rush of tun- 
ning water at the depth of 65 feet 
was plainly audible. 


With a system of six wells sunk in 


this underground river to tbe depth 
of 300 feet and connected by a tun- 
nel 4 feet wide and 6 feet high, open- 
ing into 
shafts, 
capable 
of 
pro- 


ducing from 150 to 200 miners in- 
ches of water, this company has a 
veritable gold mine. 


To handle this marvelous Sow of

speed compound Watertnnn engines, 
with 
20-Inch 
cylinders,

flywheels, and nutomatic oilera for 
all bearings. 
These engines run so 


smoothly that they are almost noiaR- 
leaa and without vibration. 
Motive 


power ia furnished 
by two OH City 


high pressure tubular boilers, using 
oil for fuel. 
The water goes into tbe 


boilers at a temperature of 200 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, having first passed 
through a Cookaon feed water heater. 
Not one jet of steam is seen anywhere, 
every fitting and joint being perfect 
and tbe exhaust of tbe massive en- 
gines bti.ig conducted to a big sur 
face condenser, turned into water and 
again fed Into tbe boilers. 


The pumps, two in number, locat- 


ed one at each abaft, ore among tbe 
largest and best of their kind, being 
the 
well known Byren & Jackson's 


No. 10 Vertical. The l i f t i n g force of 
these great pumps cannot be better 
illustrated than by tbe fact that they 
repeatedly raiee round river stones 
of 
OVPT a pound in weight from a 


depth of 300 feet and throw them 
out ou the surface. 


The distributing system, which is 


not entirely completed, consists of 
several miles of pressure pipe, which 
will probably be supplemented by 
either cement pipea or ditches at trie 
extremes of the system, or perhaps 
both. 
1'his system w i l l be so arrang- 


ed HH to furnish irrigating water for 
about fifteen 
hundred acres, and is 


so plouned that other plants can he 
erected and connected, making pos- 
sible thereby the irrigation of thous- 
ands of Bcres of tbe 
immense and 


famous Baldwin ranch, of which 
the 


tract in question ia a part.

program may possibly express the rela- 
tion which ou>- musical understanding 
bears to the musical understanding of 
the Chinese. 


The Springfield Republican says: 
The Chinese were the first people In 


the history of the world to develop a 
system cf octaves," a circle of fifths, and 
a lot of other harmonica! technics, back 
in the days when our ancestors, the 
European savages, had not 
Invented 


even the simplest forms of melody. 


Whether or not we shall finally ar- 


rive at understanding and liking some- 
tiling that approaches tho harmonious 
ili::(vrds of tile Chinese, close ("bservcvs 
claim to have discovered among the 
musicians and lovers of music a stead- 
ily increasing sensitiveness to harmo- 
nies, the existence of which was for- 
merly I'ukncwn. 


Subtle harmonies of to-day are un- 


derstood, which, forty or fifty years 
ngo even, would have been regarded ns 
incor.iprelieiisihle. The musicians have 
grown more and more fearless in do- 
ing things that used to be forbid- 
den. \YluMi "Faust" was produced, back 
in the '50's, it was regarded by tho 
critics as too technical ever to bo popu- 
larly accepted. 
Now even the hand or- 


gans make easy work of some of its 
familiar motives.

In children Is the presence of adenolnds, 
or the throat tonsil. This obstructs the 
passage of air from the nose, and so 
'•ompels the child to breathe through 
tho mouth. The mucous membrane of 
the throat was never Intended to re- 
ceive the Impact of the unflltered and 
iinwarmed nir, which in health Is both 
warmed and filtered of much of Its 
floating dust during Its passage through 
the nose.

Irritation cau«ed by 


tha dust and the cold results In a low 
grade of Inflammation with Increased 
secretions, nnd that we call catarrh. 


This Inflammation Is apt to spread 


outward from the center, passing from 
one point to another and up through 
the connecting air tubes 
from 
the 


throat to the middle ear. 
This exten- 


sion of the Inflammation Is often helped 
along by the bad habit of blowing the 
nose violently when It Is stopped up, 
for thus a little of the secretion Is 
forced Into the tube, nnd sometimes 
"ven Into the drum cavity, of the ear.

•ause of catarrhnl deafness, the means 
of 
prevention can be readily under- 


-•tood. Any child who breathr-s through

mouth should have the throat ex- 


imlned, nnd If adenoids are found they 
should be removed. 
Any chronic en- 


tarrhal condition of the throat and 
•lose should receive proper treatment, 
ind any one with a tendency to take 
c'olrt on small provocation'should con- 
sult his physician, who may find some 
local trouble In the nose which a slm- 
tile operation may remove, or may flnd 
Mint the sufferer Is not living hyglenl- 
rally, or that the throat needs some 
remedial applications to relieve a state 
of Irritability.—Youth's Companion.

A different method of reforming the

of course, often been made before, but 
It finds little favor as a rule, though 
some States have adopted it for civil 
cases.

three-fourths verdict should be valid 
without the approval of the presiding 
Judge. 
In Germany a verdict by a 


two-thirds majority In criminal CIIHOS 
IH the rule. German Juries are selected, 
however, with much more careful pre- 
liminary 
procedure, though with 
a 


grateful celerity RO far as any special 
trial Is concerned. It takes eight votes 
to convict. 
If only Keren votes are 


for conviction the defendant is acquit- 
ted. 
If the Jury wishes to affirm the 


existence of 
circumstances Justifying 


an increased penalty, It must give eight 
votes for the motion. 
Circumstances 


lessening the penalty can be affirmed, 
however, with only five favorable votes. 
The system Is, therefore, safeguarded 
In several respects against Injustice to 
tho defendant.
